The Seirrn Valley Leader says : 
Xtxe attention of capitalists is hereby 


called to some' good investments for 
their surplus wealth iu. this valley. We 
speak of irrigating schemes. There is 
at'j^eas.t a, hundred thousand acres of 
ItSUd'-iu this valley, susooptnble of pro- 
ducing! She finest arops of hay and grain 
if n little jnore moisture could bs had 
during a short portion 
of the year. 


Most of this latid'WOuld produce an oo- 
aas'.auaUocop during |favo«able years, 
btffc th^ ii^ce'i'tainity of it has deterred 
people fiom'oultivating it. A vary little 
watei; at tlio right 'time, would ipsuro a 
full crop every season, as the quality of 
the soil Ciiunot be excelled. There is 
enough water annually going to waste 
in the Spring to irrigate tho whole val- 
ley twice over,'if it could only be re- 
tainei} in reservpirs until two months 
later, in tho seaaou. There is at least n 
dozen- streams" pouring their waters 
ir/NJ'the, valley, irom tho surrounding 
hills, and scarcely one, which some- 
where iu its course in the mountain 
could noil bo dammed and n httlo lak 
formed,whose waters could be held, to b 
utttized TO Jurre/ • Jn Croycroft Neck,* 
data conld be constructed to hold"m re 
serve enough water to irrigate at leas 
40,000 acres of laud, 
Thm would ra 


claim all of tho waste laud oc the wos 
side of the valley, down as far as Beck 
worth. The little Tniokeo 
irrigatiu 


canal could bo extended so that^wnte 
could be carried nearly to the Summit 
Thus we s^e that by these three scheme 
alone the whole valley conld be watered 
and scarcely an oore but what wool 
produce its bushels of grain or tous o 
hay. 
There is not a rancher in the val 


ley who would not give a dollar an acr 
to have his waste laud irrigated. 
Her 


is a fortune for capitalists who are seek 
iug'B'safe investment for their money 
TJau'd oai^.be acquired under the deser 
land.act, wliich capital can secure for 
song. Then rthey can, conduct wate 
vfpbri'ii, making it productive; divide i 
into small tracts and sell it to those; 11 
search of homes. 
The land would b 


quadrupled in value, and the profits l 
be realized from the investment wonl 
be enormous. The surplus wealth de 
posited in the banks of this State coul 
rind no safer outlet. 
We hope befor 


long to see these plans for the improve 
ment of our valley fully executed.
